DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. In view of applicant's RCE filed October 09, 2007, the status of the application is 
still pending with respect to claims 1 , 4-1 6, and 20-21 . 

2. The amendment filed is sufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 1 7-1 9 
based upon their cancellation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The original disclosure supports only a statutory/hardware system/method with only a 
brief mention that such hardware system/method can be performed by a program stored 
in a memory module. Furthermore, there is no clear support as to what exactly the 
memory module is. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 



Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 
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4. Claim 21 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. A program not claimed as embodied in a computer- 
readable media is descriptive material per se and not statutory because it is not capable 
of causing functional change. Such claimed data structures do not define any 
interrelationships with the other claimed aspects of the invention. Furthermore, the 
claim is directed to a practical application that does not produce a result tied to the 
physical world since merely the program is actually performing the steps of 
transmitting/terminating. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 , 4-1 6, and 20 allowed.
